Took Enough Poison 
To Kill 12 Men

is considered by atrorneys to be. im- 
matefial. Dr. Paul Schweitzer of the 
Uiiivérsity of Missouri; who analyzed | 
the viscera of Prof. Vaughn, will not 
be present, as his attendance is consid- 
ered unnecessary. Coroner ‘Wilson will 
read the chemist’s letter to the jury 
stating that poison was found in the 
viscera. If the jury still refuses to 
find that Prof. Vaughn’s death resulted 
from strychnine poisoning, attorneys for 
the State assert that Prosecuting At- 
torney Rieger will proceed as if the 
jury had never been in existence. 

In view of the probability that arrests 
will be made, the question of bond is 
uppermost, and the attorneys differ. The 
counsel for the State insist that a grand 
jury indictment for murder in the first 
degree would preclude the idea of bail 
and opposing attorneys contend that it 
would He altogether in the discretion of 
Judge Shelton. It is around this point 
that the battle of tomorrow and Thurs- 
will be waged, in case of indict- 
ts, and both sides are making prep- 
erations. | 

The report of Dr. Schweitzer, given 
out by Coroner Wilson, states the chem- 
ist has analyzed the stomach and its 
contents and the liver alone and has 
found a fraction less than One grain of 
strychnine, slightly more than forty- 
nine-fifty-fifths. 

Other Parts to Be Examined. 

The spleen, kidneys, heart, brain and 
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small intestines rémain yet to be exam- 


‘inéd and experts declare that if they 
yield as rich a return as _ the stomach 
and liver, Prof. Vaughn wil] have taken 
before his death approximately three 
grains of strychnine, enough to xill 12 
ordinary men, the average medical dose 
being one-sixtieth of a grain, one-six- 
teenth being the danger limit. 

The medicine the educator took the 
night he died was sipposed to be 
quinine, and an average dose of quinine 
is two grains. 

Brothers of Prof. Vaughn were in 
Paris when. the. chemist’s report was 
made public, and announced, it is said, 
that their activities in the matter were 
now ended. Despite this statement, it 
is believed that a vigorous fight will be 
made at Kirksviile independent of them 
The legal firm of Campbell & Ellison of 
Kirksville has been retained by the 
prosecution, and it is reported that J. 
V. Boyd of Paris also has been retained.

Counsel Declares He Gave 
Former Secretary a Chance 
to Tell All. 


On Cireuit; Attorney Jones’ promise 
that the grand jury will begin an in- 
vestigation into the police fund short- 
age at 2 p. m. Thursday, Judge Klene 
in the Court of Criminal Correction or- 
dered a postponement of the hearing on 
John M. Healy’s bond Wednesday morn- 
ing until March 10.

Agrees to Adjournment. 


“Now that -such distinguished counsel | 


has been bired,”’ sald he, with a glance 
at Maroney, ‘we felt sure the State 
would be ready to proceed today. But 
we are very patient and will agree to 
th> continuation.”’ 

‘Healy declined to be interviewed by 
advice of his lawyers. He seemed his 
old self again, smiling, well dressed and 
without a trace of worry in his face. 

After the case was continued, Ma- 
roney took him, with his attorneys, into 
a@ rear room and formally demanded 
$13,213.01, the amount of the shortage. 
| He did not get it. 

“Why did you ask Healy for the 
money?’’ Maroney was asked. 

‘The demand gave him an oppor- 
tunity, if he wished, to tell what be- 
came of the money.” 

“Did he tel] you?” the attorney was 
asked. 

“It would take longer than four min- 
utes to tell that,’ said he. He would 
not say whether he had arranged a fu- 
ture interview with Healy. 

Jones said that Maroney’s report was 
ready for the grand jury Monday, but 
that the jurors were not ready to re- 
ceive it.

Insist on Proper Compensation. . 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. , 

When the House of Deiegates or Council] gives the 
right and power to any company or corporation to 
use public streets and alleys to lay tracks on or to 
use, they should first of all ascertain the earning ca- 
pacity of such streets and alleys vacated. After they 
have gotten the facts about earning power, then it 
will be possible to make a correct estimate as to what 
the city should receive as payment for such grant. 
The Terminal Railroad Co. needs the streets and al- 
leys they now occupy; they use them to carry on 
‘their business; these streets are-a means of -earning 
to the Terminal, therefore to grant them more pub- 
lic streets and alleys free, or on mere promises 1s 
poor business. Why should the city grant a corpo- 
ration the use of public streets to lay tracks 
oh and charge all the traffic will bear, and 
get no compensation for these streets, or the 
use of them? The Terminal company promised 
to build a new depot in. North St. Louis; they also 
promised to build viaducts over their tracks in two 
places; besides, the Union Depot encroaches on Mar- 
ket street, which they also agreed to pay the City of 
St. Louis for. These promises have not been fulfilled. 

The’ Terminal company now has the courage to 
come fo the peopls of St. Louis and ask for more 
Streets and alleys on the ground that the business 
and manufacturing interests need more shipping fa- 
cilities, The Terminal company does not say how 
much these strests are worth to them as a revenue 
producer, nor do they want to abolish the bridge 
arbitrary. Now to get down to plain language, would 
it be just and fair for the City Council and House to 
grant the Terminal Raiiroad the use of public streets 
so the company can continus to overcharge the busi- 
ness and manufacturing public of St. Louis? Would 
it not be more businesslike to insist on the fulfill- 
ment of all broken pledges and to ask the complete 
abolishment of the arbitrary, and place such value 
upon the streets granted the use of, as their earning 
capacity will allow, and such rates be fair to both 
the city and the Terminal? As to that million dol- 
lars, let the Terminal build a park opposite Union 
Station. They will get most benefit out of it, ag it 
will greatly increase the value of Union Station, 
the company’s property. No eense to accept 
that million and let them rob the city out of two or 
three times more in the course of one year. 

The bridge arbitrary must go, and now is the time 
to insist on it. All the people of New St. Louis should 
insist on it and make it sure and complete.

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NATURAL GAS CONDITIONS. 

If the men who propose to supply St. Louis 
with natural gas through the Laclede Gas Light 
Co. want a guarantee from the city that their 
investment will not be menaced by disastrous 
competition they must give the city compensa- 
tion; they must guarantee a substantial reduc- 
{tion in the price of artificial gas and a reason- 
able rate for natural gas. The way to assure a 
reasonable rate for either artificial and natural 
gas is through regulation. There should be vol- 
untary submission to regulation on the part of 
the Laclede and its allies. 

On the other hand, no franchise for a natural 
gas supply independent of the Laclede should be 
granted without a guarantee of a supply of arti- 
ficial gas at a reasonablé rate. The city should 
be protected at every point. It should have a 
fair guarantee that it will have cheap natural 
gas and rezesonable artificial gas. 

Competition does not work well in public utili- 
ties. It is costly to the competitors and in the 
long run to consumers who usually pay for the 
losses of competition and for all investments. 
It would be a misfortune to have the streets of 
St. Louis torn up. But competition is valuable 
as a weapon against monopoly. It will reduce 
prices and improve the service. It is necessary 
as a protection against unregulated monopoly. 
Fortunately St. Louis has an opportunity to util- 
ize competition in natural gas. Councilman 
Schutz and his associates on the Public Improve- 
}ments Committee of the Municipal Assembly are 
working on sound lines.

The Virginian Railway, to build 
which the late H. H. Rogers pledged his 
great fortune and whose construction 
changed the entire physical aspect of 
parts of the State where it was put 
down, is moving train loads of coal 4 
mile long, consisting of as many as 12% 
cars of 50 tons capacity. Its ponderous 
engines can move these trains from the 
mines to tidewater with no effort, and 
each train load of this exceptional sort 
producés a gross revenue of $7000 and 
$3000. Thisis done under test, however, 
and is fot the ordinary practice.

—the city of New York.” 

F. Hopkinson Smith, the author, eulo- 
gizing the chivalry of “the old South- 
ern gentleman”’ before 700 members of 
the New York Southern Society last 
night in the Hotel Astor, deplored the 
conditions which he omimed b ppevall here 
today, 

“Why one can hardly * a decent 
answer from a street car conductor, a 
policeman or'an official in New York 
City,” he continued. “Of course,” he 
added, by way of qualification, “I do 
not mean to be absurd. There are 
doubtless thousands who are as courte-) 
ous as one could desire, but it is not 
with them a matter of blood as it is 
with our people. It was a part of 
our education. It was born with us 
and never dies. 

“That old Southern gentleman! When 
he is gone who will teach us manners? 
My father used to take off his hat when 
he met a man whom he knew, not be- 
cause he wished especially to honor the 
acquaintance, but that he might honor 
himself.’ 

“Materialism,” he declared, “is ram- 
pant. It pervades even our old-time so- 
clal relations. Dcw if a man drops 
into the office of his friend for a mo- 
ment’s chat, he must gossip with a 
stenographer on one side and a secre- 
tary on the other. 

“In the face of this spirit of commer- 
clalism, is it a wonder that the pedple 
of the city are insolent? It is time to 
stop and think. Let us go back to our 
old Southern traditions.”
